Amendments to Bye-laws of CSX 

Bye-law No. 35 (Amendment )—Listing Condi¬ 
tions, Requirements and Norms 

The Council of Management may not grant 
admission to dealings on the Exchange to the 
securities of a Company unless it complies with 
the listing conditions and requirements prescribed 
in the relative Regulations or such other condi¬ 
tions and requirements as the Council of Manage¬ 
ment may from time to time prescribe in addi¬ 
tion thereto or in modification or substitution 
thereof in addition to the listing requirements 
prescribed in the Securities Contracts (Regula¬ 
tion) Rules, 1957 which are incorporated in tho 
aforesaid Regulation. 

Provided that in any particular case the Coun¬ 
cil of Management may by a resolution waive or 
dispense with the strict enforcement of the listing 
requirements prescribed in the Securities Contracts 
(Regulation) Rules, 1957 to the extent the said 
4lules so provide and may also by a resolution 
waive or dispense with the strict enforcement of 
any or all of tho other listing ''conditions and re¬ 
tirements prescribed in the aforesaid Regula¬ 
tion. 

The basic minimum norms for listing of 
securities on the Exchange shall be uniform for all 
the Exchanges and the Exchange may prescribe 
additional norms over and above the minimum 
norms. In this connection, the uniform basic 
minimum norms shall be as per the guidelines 
of SEBI, which form a part of the Bye-laws of 
the Exchange. 

Bye-law No. 42 (Amendment) 

(a) Withdrawal of Admission to Dealings on 
the Exchange 

Subject to the provisions of the Securities 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956 and the 
Securities Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 
1957 the Council of Management may by 
a resolution and where deemed ■ necessary 
after giving an opportunity to the Company 
to explain, withdraw the admission to dea- 
ings on the Exchange granted to its securi¬ 
ties either for breach of or non-compliance 
with any of the listing conditions or re¬ 
quirements or for any other reason whatso¬ 
ever to be recorded in the minutes. 


(1) The Exchanges may delist the securities of 
Companies on their own. While doing so, 
the Stock Exchange shall follow the proce¬ 
dure laid down as per SEBI’s Circular No. 
SMDRP/CIR-14/98 d£ted 29-04-98. The 
Exchange should set up a Delisting Cummit- 
tee to decide on the compulsory delisting. 
The committee shall comprise the follow¬ 
ing 


(a) Two Directors/Officers of the Exchange 
(One Director to be Public Representa¬ 
tive) 


(b) One representative of the investors'. 

(c) One representative from the Central 
Government (Department of Company 
Affarrs)/R e gional Diroctor/Registrar of 
Companies 


(d) One representative from SEBI 

(e) Executive Director/Secretary of the 
Exchange.

(3) The Exchange should provide adequate 
and effective intimation to tho holders of 
the securities, which are proposed to be de¬ 
listed, and also right of hearing to those hol- 


(4) In order to provide, liquidity in such scripts 
after delisting, the Stock Exchange shall 
allow trading in the securities under per¬ 
mitted category for a period of one year 
after delisting the securities. 

(5) A Public notice before and after the de- 
listing of securities should be given by the 
concerned Stock Exchange. 
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Part IV] 

Bye-law No, 43 (Amendment)—Re admission to 
Dealings on the Exchange and Reinstatement of 
Delisted Secur ities. 

The Council of Management in its discretion 
may by a resolution leadmit to dealings on the 
Exchange the securities of a Company whose 
admission to dealings has been previously with¬ 
drawn. 

The reinstatement of the delisted securities shall 
be permitted by the Exchange within a period of 


one year after the date of delisting, without re¬ 
quiring the Company to make an application as 
if it were the case of fresh listing. However, If 
listing of the delisted securities is sought after one 
year, it would be considered as a case of a fresh 
listing.
